his wife, Ruth Laurio Hand, were 


killed early Monday morning in. 


a head-on crash of their automo- 
bile and a heavy truck-trailer on 
Highway 90 in Bay St. Louis. 


The Hands were identified by 
Kenneth Whitfield, owner of the 
Fahey Funeral home. Hand was 
a ,painter for the Seaboard Paint- 
iig Co. in New Orleans and ac- 
cording to company records resid- 
ed at 1603 Prytania St. 


The accident occurred about 
12:30 a.m. Monday. The Hands 
were driving toward New Orleans 


_|from Mobile when their car cros- 


sed into the wrong lane where the 
four-way highway merges into a 
two-lane roadway. 

The tractor section of the truck- 
trailer, owned by West Bros., 
smashed into the car with such 
force that it rolled on top of the 
smaller vehicle, mashing it like 
a piece of cardbord. 

Highway patrolman William 
Kenney, Kenneth Whit- 
field and garage mechanics work- 
ed for two hours on the wreck- 
age before they could move it 
to a garage. After reaching a 
garage they worked for another 
hour and a half before the bodies 
could be extricated. 

A doctor managed to get 
through the wreckage with a steth- 
oscope and pronounced the couple 
dead long before the bodies were 
freed from the car. Witnesses at 
the scene of the crash said the 
Hands’ apparently died instantly 
in the collision.

PASTURE MANAGEMENT 


Overgrazing and weeds are two 
of summer pastures’ most danger- 
ous enemies. Protect your pas- 
tures from them. 


Prevention of overgrazing is far 
better than waiting for your pas- 
tures to make a come-back after 
being grazed into the ground. 


The first rule is “supply enough 
land for each head of stock you 
own.” The amount of land varies 
with the fertility of the soil, the 
type of grazing and the care a| 
pasture is given. Check with, 
your local county agent for more, 


information on the number of!, 


acres that will be needed to carry 
a cow. 


Weeds compete with desirable 
pasture grasses and legumes for, 
available moisture and plant food. 
These weeds, which cows do not 
eat, may take over a pasture, 
if they are not controlled. 


Clipping is a cure for weed in- 
festitation. However, when clip- 
ping pastures for weed control, 
always raise the mower or clip- 
per blade five to six inches so 
that the tender grasses will not 
be wasted.

July 25, 195} was the last date 
on which a WW H veteran might 
enter on a course of education or 
training under PL 346.  Uuder 
PL 16 there was no limit set on 
entering trainihg' except that the 
veteran might not enter n course 
which could not be completed 
within the delimiting date. Since 
July 23, 1858, brings the training 
program to an end so far as they 
are concerned this meant that a 
four-year course might not be 
started after July 25, 1952, or a 
three-year course after July 25, 
1953, etc. This, of course, per- 
tains to full calendar years be- 
cause it is possible to squeeze 
four nine-month years of school- 
ing into three ealendár years..
